Copy of legal will indicating Diane Ryan as executor forwarded 
to Cemetery Office.  Commissioners approve.  Refund to go out to Diane Ryan. Letter of 
approval to go out from Director Snell. 

Request from Judi Ciance, executor of estate of Beatrice & Wilson Sellar for interment in 
Section B Lot 108.  Commissioners approve request.  Letter to go out to Judi Ciance.
